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Third  Week  in  April  Busy 
Time  on  Ohio  U.  Campus 


THE  FIVE-DAY  period  of  April 
23-27  was  one  of  many  and  var- 
ied activities  on  the  Ohio  University 
campus.  Events  of  foremost  interest 
were  the  Honors  Day  Convocation, 
the  Pan-American  Celebration,  the 
Bankers'  Forum,  and  the  16th  An- 
nual Mothers'  Weekend. 

The  Honors  Day  Convocation  ad- 
dress, on  April  23,  was  given  by  Dr. 
Luis  Quintanilla,  minister  plenipoten- 
tiary from  Mexico  to  the  United 
States,  who  was  also  one  of  the  lead- 
ing figures  in  the  Pan-American  Cele- 
bration. His  address,  one  of  the  fin- 
est to  be  heard  in  the  Alumni  Me- 
morial Auditorium  in  many  years, 
was  on  the  subject  "Democracy  and 
Pan- Americanism."  The  convocation 
programs  carried  the  names  of  all 
students  ranking  in  the  highest  10 
per  cent  of  their  respective  classes  as 
well  as  the  names  of  recipients  of  un- 
dergraduate awards  and  prizes  based 
on  scholarship  and  achievement  in 
particular  fields. 

At  noon  the  Hispanic  Club  spon- 
sored a  dinner  for  Enrique  Gil  Gil- 
bert, Ecuadorian  novelist  and  author 
of  "Nuestro  Pan,"  prize-winning  no- 
vel in  the  recent  Pan-American  Prize 
Novel  Contest.  The  next  morning 
Gilbert  was  the  guest  of  the  Quill 
Club  at  a  breakfast. 

During  the  remainder  of  the  day 
and  during  the  following  day  the  Pan- 
American  program  included  the  fol- 
lowing addresses:  "Duties  of  a  Latin

American  Consular  Officer  in  the 
United  States,"  by  Carlos  B.  Hernan- 
dez, Mexican  consul  general;  "Eco- 
nomic Rivalnes  in  the  Western  Hem- 
isphere, "  by  Benjamin  E.  Grant,  lec- 
turer in  the  School  of  Business  Ad- 
ministration, Duquesne  University, 
Pittsburgh;  "The  Good  Neighbor  Pol- 
icy on  Trial,"  by  Richard  Pattee,  of 
the  Division  of  Cultural  Relations,  U. 
S.  Department  of  State,  Washing- 
ton; "Is  Political  Solidarity  Possible 
in  the  Western  Hemisphere?"  by  Dr. 
N.  A.  N.  eleven,  Pittsburgh,  presi- 
dent of  the  Inter-American  Institute 
of  the   Western  Hemisphere. 

Besides  the  addresses,  there  were 
two  motion  picture  exhibitions  of  La- 
tin American  scenes,  a  civic  dinner 
at  Hotel  Berry,  sponsored  by  the 
Athens  Rotary  and  Kiwanis  Clubs, 
honoring  visiting  speakers  and  guests, 
a  flag  raising  ceremony  in  which  flags 
of  all  of  the  American  Republics 
were  presented,  a  military  review  by 
the  R.O.T.C.,  a  joint  concert  by  the 
university  glee  clubs  and  choir,  and 
an  exhibition  of  Latin  American  art, 
relics,  and  crafts  in  the  Edwin  Watts 
Chubb  Library. 

The  art  collection  is  the  property 
of  the  Grace  Steamship  Lines  and 
was  displayed  at  the  recent  New  York 
World's  Fair.  The  material  for  the 
exhibits  was  gathered  by  Mrs.  Edith 
Igoe  Sweeney,  world  traveler  and 
authority  on  Pan-American  culture. 
Mrs.  Sweeney  and  her  daughter.  Miss 
Margaret,  were  pres- 
ent during  the  cele- 
bration and  lectured 
interestingly  upon 
their  experiences  in 
collecting  the  art 
treasures.  The  collec- 
tion is  valued  at  more 
than  $50,000.

of  Commerce  and  planned  to  coincide 
with  the  Pan-American  Celebration. 
Mr.  Grant's  address  was  on  the  sub- 
ject "American  Investments  South  of 
the  Border." 

The  Mothers'  Weekend  which 
opened  on  Friday  evening,  April  25, 
was  one  of  the  most  successful  and 
enjoyable  in  the  history  of  this  tradi- 
tional event  on  the  Ohio  campus.  A 
carefully  estimated  attendance  of 
mothers  placed  the  figure  around 
1,100.  In  addition  there  were  several 
hundred  fathers  present. 

Private  parties,  teas,  and  dinners 
galore,  were  planned  by  dormitory, 
fraternity,  sorority,  and  housing  units 
and  church  groups,  while  the  official 
program  provided  a  dance  concert 
by  the  Studio  Club,  a  men's  glee  club 
serenade,  a  review  by  the  Pershing 
Rifles,  dancing  on  "the  green,"  a 
track  meet,  tennis  match,  and  baseball 
game,  a  mother's  convocation,  a  band 
concert  and  pageant,  special  church 
services,  and  a  parents"  day  tea  and 
garden  party  at  Dean  Voigt's  home. 

Mrs.  Lizzie  McVay  Gillilan,  '86,  of 
Wilkinsburg,  Pa.,  was  chosen  Honor- 
ary Mother  for  the  1941  celebration.

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Commencement  Beckons  to  Alumni, 
Calling  Them  Back  to  the  Campus 

The  end  of  another  year  —  and 
Commencement,  June  6,  7,  and  8 — 
are  not  far  off,  only  a  few  short 
weeks.  Time  has  flown  since  last 
June.  Flown,  too,  have  the  years 
since  many  alumni  received  their 
"sheepskins"  and  left  the  sheltering 
arms  of  alma  mater  for  the  more  ex- 
acting and  less  considerate  world 
outside. 

Many,  when  leaving  the  campus, 
vowed  to  return  often  and  to  main- 
tain ever  an  active  interest  in  the 
affairs  of  their  school.  Cares  and  re- 
sponsibilities, however,  have  in  many 
cases  prevented  the  keeping  of  these 
vows.  In  other  cases  "good  inten- 
tions" are  still  awaiting  some  special 
occasion  or  incentive  to  bring  about 
their  fulfillment. 

In  the  latter  instances  the  special 
anniversary  reunions  planned  for  the 
1941  Commencement  should  provide 
just  the  stimulus  needed  to  bring

Teas,  suppers, 
and  garden  parties  are  being  planned 
by  some  of  the  groups  to  provide 
additional  opportunities  for  the  re- 
newing of  old  friendships. 

The  principal  speaker  at  the  lunch- 
eon will  be  Congressman  A.  D. 
Baumhart,  Jr.,  '31,  A.M..  '32,  a  for- 
mer member  of  the  Ohio  State  Sen- 
ate and  now  a  representative  of  the 
13  th  Ohio  District  in  the  national 
assembly.  National  Alumni  President 
Grosvenor  S.  McKee,  '16,  will  be 
the  toastmaster. 

The  soloist  for  the  luncheon  pro- 
gram will  be  announced  in  the  May 
Alumnus.  Continuing  the  practice 
inaugurated  last  year,  "Merit  Cer- 
tificates" will  be  awarded  to  alumni 
who  have  distinguished  themselves  in 
the  arts  or  professions,  or  who  have 
served  their  university  or  alumni  as- 
sociation in  some  particularly  helpful 
way. 

The  luncheon  is  for  alumni  gener- 
ally, as  well  as  for  members  of  the 
reunion  classes.  Reservations,  which 
are  only  60  cents  per  plate,  should  be 


made  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible  in 
order  to  avoid  disappointment.  The 
Lindley  Hall  dining  room,  the  larg- 
est of  the  university  dining  halls,  was 
filled  to  capacity  last  year.  Although 
arrangements  will  be  made  to  accom- 
modate a  few  more  this  year,  the  need 
for  early  reservations  cannot  be  too 
greatly  emphasized.  Requests  should 
be  mailed  or  phoned  to  the  Alumni 
Office. 

The  speaker  for  the  Baccalaureate 
Service,  to  be  held  Sunday  morning 
in  the  Alumni  Memorial  Auditorium, 
will  be  the  Rev.  Dr.  A.  D.  Stauf- 
facher,  minister  of  the  Plymouth  Con- 
gregational Church,  Lansing,  Mich 
Doctor  Stauff'acher  has  travelled  and 
studied  in  Central  America,  Europe, 
and  Asia.  He  has  served  on  the 
boards  of  three  colleges,  and  is  at 
present  national  chairman  of  the  Mis- 
sions Council  of  the  Congregational 
Christian   Churches   of   America. 

At  ten  o'clock  on  the  following 
morning,  Monday,  June  9,  members 
of  the  largest  spring  class  in  Ohio 
University  history  will  participate  in 
formal  graduation  exercises  which 
will  make  of  them  full-fledged  alum- 
ni. Approximately  450  degrees  will 
be   conferred   at  that  time. 

The  Commencement  speaker  is  to 
be  Dr.  James  Fulton  Zimmerman, 
Albuquerque,  N.  Mex.,  president  of 
the  University  of  New  Mexico.  Doc- 
tor Zimmerman  is  a  former  assistant 
executive  secretary  of  the  Institute  of 
Social  and  Religious  Research,  in 
New  York  City.  He  has  taught  so- 
ciology and  economics  at  Vanderbilt 
University,  and  political  science  at 
the  University  of  New  Mexico.  He 
has  been  president  of  the  latter  insti- 
tution since  1927. 

Housing  accommodations  for  alum- 
ni and  members  of  their  families  dur- 
ing the  commencement  season  may 
be  secured  in  the  university  dormi- 
tories upon  advance  request  made 
to  the  Alumni  Office.  Since  the  dorm- 
itories will  be  partially  filled  with 
their  regular  occupants,  men  and 
boys  will  be  assigned  to  the  Men's 
Dormitory,  while  women,  girls,  and 
small  children  will  be  assigned  to 
one  of  the  women's  dormitories.  Room 
reservations  will  be  available  for  Sat- 
urday and  Sunday  nights  only.  The 
charge  will  be  $1.00  per  night  per 
person.

Ohio's  Psychology  Head  Elected 

To  Lead  Midwestern  Association 

Dr.  James  P.  Porter,  professor  of 
psychology  at  Ohio  University,  was 
elected  president  of  the  Midwestern 
Psychology  Association  at  the  con- 
clusion of  its  16th  annual  meeting 
held  at  Ohio  University,  April  11 
and    12. 

Representing  institutions  of  high- 
er education  from  Connecticut's  Yale 
to  California's  Stanford,  delegates  to 
the  annual  ses- 
sions and  speak- 
e  r  s  numbered 
more  than  3  50. 
This  unusual 
attendance  is  all 
the  more  re- 
markable b  e  - 
cause  Ohio  Un- 
iversity is  lo- 
cated in  the  ex- 
t  r  e  m  e  eastern 
portion  of  the 
midwestern  dis- 
trict. 

Dr.  Porter  came  to  Ohio  Univer- 
sity in  1922  from  a  professorship  at 
Clark  University.  He  is  a  former 
president  of  the  Ohio  Academy  of 
Science,  and  for  many  years  has  been 
editor  of  the  Joiirna]  of  Applied  Psy- 
chology. 

Many  of  the  convening  psycholo- 
gists had  never  before  visited  the 
Ohio  campus,  and  large  numbers  of 
them  expressed  delight  at  the  cordial- 
ity of  the  reception  accorded  them 
by  the  host  school.

partment of  Education  Officials  and 
School  Authorities  and  Teachers  in 
Southeastern  Ohio,  July  1,  for  the 
purpose  of  discussing  school  prob- 
lems; a  four-week  coaching  school, 
with  instruction  to  be  provided  by 
the  Ohio  University  coaching  staff; 
a  short,  non-fee,  non-credit  course, 
for  deans  of  women  and  advisers  of 
girls,  July  22  -  August  8,  under  the 
direction  of  Dean  Irma  E.  Voigt;  and 
a  course  in  the  Administration  of 
Driver  Education,  June  16  to  August 
8,  conducted  by  the  Department  of 
Industrial  Arts  with  the  cooperation 
of  the  Ohio  State  Automobile  Asso- 
ciation and  the  American  Automo- 
bile Association.  In  addition  to  these 
courses  and  conferences,  Ohio  Uni- 
versity, cooperating  with  the  Civil 
Aeronautics  Administration,  will  con- 
tinue the  Cii'il  Pilot  Tminiiig  pro- 
gram during  the  summer  months.

The  University  of  Kentucky 
was  second,  followed  by  Indiana  Uni- 
versity.

For  the  past  three  years,  Mr.  Tay- 
lor has  been  president  of  the  Ameri- 
can Association  of  Technical  High 
Schools  and  Institutions.

Frank  Gullum  Once  Coached  Famous 
"Chic"  Harley  and  Other  Notables 

Frank  Barnhart  Gullum,  '07  (see 
front  cover),  associate  professor  of 
chemistry,  although  he  does  not  look 
nor  act  like  it,  is  in  reality  one  of  the 
""old  timers"  on  the  faculty  of  his 
Alma  Mater.  With  one  exception, 
all  of  his  alumni  colleagues  who  out- 
rank him  in  seniority  have  been  pic- 
tured on  Alumnus  covers  this  year. 

He  was  born  May  18,  1885,  at 
Hamden,  Ohio.  He  graduated  from 
Hamden  High  School  in  1902,  and 
from  Ohio  University,  with  a  Bache- 
lor of  Science  degree,  in  1907.  In 
1923,  he  was  awarded  a  Master  of 
Science  degree  by  Ohio  State  Univer- 
sity, in  which  he  has  also  done  some 
work  on  a  doctorate. 

During  his  senior  year  at  Ohio 
University,  he  was  an  instructor  in 
chemistry.  The  first  year  after  gra- 
duation he  was  an  analytical  chemist 
in  Chicago  for  the  Rock  Island  Rail- 
road. For  two  years  thereafter,  he 
taught  science  in  the  high  school  at 
Chilhcothe.  From  1910  to  1918,  he 
was  an  instructor  and  coach  in  East 
High  School,  Columbus.  In  the  Co- 
lumbus school,  he  was  widely  recog- 
nized for  the  calibre  of  his  athletic 
teams,  having  produced  a  number  of 
championship  squads,  and  taught  the 
famous  "Chic"  Harley  his  gridiron 
fundamentals.  Ray  Eichenlaub,  later 
AU-American  at  Notre  Dame,  and  a 
number  of  other  well-known  athletes 
were  proteges  of  his  during  their 
scholastic  days.  During  his  final  year 
in  Columbus,  and  in  connection  with 
his  teaching  and  coaching,  he  gave 
a  portion  of  his  time  to  research  for 
the  Chemical  Warfare  Service,  in 
Cleveland. 

Professor  Gullum  returned  to  Ohio 
University  in  1918  as  an  assistant 
professor  of  chemistry.  He  was  ad- 
vanced to  his  present  rank  in  1923. 
For  several  years  after  his  return,  he 
assisted  with  the  coaching  of  varsity 
athletic  teams. 

He  is  a  member  of  Sigma  Xi,  na- 
tional scientific  honorary  fraternity, 
and  of  Delta  Tau  Delta  social  frater- 
nity. 

In  1912,  Mr.  Gullum  married 
Miss  Eva  Mitchell,  "11,  of  Point 
Pleasant,  W.  Va.  The  Gullums  are 
the  parents  of  two  children,  Mrs. 
Charles  G.  Kinnison  (Betty  Gullum, 
'36),  Birmingham,  Mich.,  and  Robert

Here  and  There  Among  the  Alumni 


Esther  Hafner.  an  Ohio  University 
senior  from  Sandusky,  has  recently  added 
to  the  Alumni  Secretary's  store  of  know- 
ledge concerning  Thomas  Ewing,  1813, 
Ohio  University's  first  graduate,  the  fact 
that  he  delivered  the  oration  when  the 
first  spade  work  was  begun  on  the  Ohio 
Canal,  near  Newark,  on  July  4,  1825. 
The  event  took  place  on  the  50th  anni- 
versary of  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence. Ewing,  then  a  prominent  attorney 
in  Lancaster,  reviewed  the  history  of  the 
country  from  the  Declaration  of  Indepen- 
dence until  that  time.  Governor  DeWitt 
Clinton,  of  New  York,  who  received  the 
first  honorary  doctorate  ever  granted  by 
Ohio  University,  was  also  present  and 
spoke  on  the  future  of  the  canal  and  what 
it  would  bring  to  the  country.  Governor 
Morrow,  of  Ohio,  was  present,  as  were 
two  financiers  from  New  York  and  many 
notables  from  all  over  the  country. 

The  Alumni  Office  has  learned  belatedly 
of  the  death,  in  Cincinnati,  in  1931,  of 
Frank  J.  Stephenson.  '81.  Mr.  Stephen- 
son, a  long-time  resident  of  Jackson,  was 
born  Sternberger,  but  during  the  first 
World  War,  because  of  a  strong  anti- 
German  feeling,  took  official  steps  to 
change  his  name  to  its  present  form.
